HR. HOAR OH THE SENATORS. 


Av erage Lo t o f Americans, In Massa­ 
chusetts Man’s Opinio n. 


Not everything that Senator Hoar 
tfcouglit of the senate, its mechanism 
and its membership found its way 
Into print, says the New England 
Magazine. He was a free commenta­ 
to r, and as near as any man could he, 
I» s3ihly, a just ciltic. He was a 
brew'd judge of men, and being an 
nntx>nipromislng 
foe of rascals 
he 
co uld reco gnize o ne o n sight. 
Riding with a friend to Boston one 
day , a few years only before his death, 
lie fell to talk ing about the senate and 
its personnel. As the train drew into 
New Haven, where the station vras as 
usual busü ing 
busy men going 
to and from the trains pursuing their 
customary avocations, 
he smiled and 
in a reflectiv e sort of way said: 
“Now look at those men out there. 
•They are the prevailing 
American 
ty pe. Study them individually and 
you will notice how generally alik e 
they are and all apparently of about 
the same stond ariw W sicíü strength 
snd, a s fa r as we can judge by their 
countenances, 
o f Intellectuality. 
“ No w, y o u k now, a senato r is re­ 
garded as In a way a man apart and 
abo v e the o rdinary run o f citizens, 
hut 
I honestly believe that tak ing us as a 
bo dy we "Would not rank higher than 
t|ie average of those fellow citizens of 


ours out there./Those men are look ing 
out for their own private business in­ 
terests and w'e for the interests of 
the public. We k eep our ears closer 
to the ground and are more an fait, 
perhaps, than they, but I think they 
would average up even with the mem­ 
bers of the United States Senate.” 


Denver, Col., Oct. 17.—That twelve 
babies and children entrusted to “The 
Brotfierhood of Light” by ihe Denver 
authorities have starved to death 
ii 
the direct charge of the state humane 
society. 
The “Brotherhood of Light” colony 
is on a ranch 400 miles southwest o 
Denver, and is in charge of C. C. Rose 
and others who send solicitors over 
ihe state to gather funds to suppor 
the orphans which it mak es a special 
ty of boarding. 
Of twenty children in the custody o 
the brotherhood only eight are alive. 
The older of the survivors are in the 
fields with the adults. 
It is charged by Secretary E. K. 
Whitehead, of the state bureau of child 
and animal protection, H. E. Kerr, 
agent of the bureau, and Dr. M. H 
Sears, of the state bureau of health, 
that all the children who have died at 
the colony have starved to death as a 
result of the peculiar diet, on the vege­ 
tarian order, that the religion of the 
brotherhood prescribes for all who 
would be “holy.” 
At least three of the children were 
committed to the colony notwlthstand 
ing ihe most strenuous objections from 
Secretary Whitehead. 
Men of means and prominence have 
from lime to time donated large sums 
cf money to the brotherhood, and have 
also lent tlielr influence to help to pro 
cure children. 
It is chargefl by the investigators 
that C. C. Hose, £- long-haired ‘‘pro­ 
phet,” has treated ul! cases of Illness 
among the children getting his medi 
cal advice from a book , no physician 
ever being called in.

Sewage must either purefy or nitri­ 
fy, says the Atlantic Magazine. That 
is, it must either decompose (with re­ 
sults unfavorab le in the extreme) or 
such chemical action must take place 
as will change the harmful organic 
ingredients to harmless inorganic mat­ 
ters, a result really effected through 
b ringing them somehow into contact 
with the air, the oxygen of which will 
consume them. The prob lem b efore 
us, then, really resolves itself into 
this: 
How may we so oxidize or nitri­ 
fy sewage as to change the noxious 
organic matter into harmless mineral 
sub stances? To Jo this the sanitary 
engineer, 
instead 
of removing the 
germs, as in water filtration, culti­ 
vates 
myriads 
of helpful b acteria. 
Whether w'e consider such sewage dis­ 
posal as carried on b y natural or arti­ 
ficial means, on the irrigated farm or 
the trickling filter, we find this start­ 
ling and remarkab le fact—the oxidiz­ 
ing of the sewage is done b y millions 
of living organisms. The sewage fil­ 
ter is^ in its essential, nothing more 
than a pile of rock upon which the 
good b acteria may grow. These b a­ 
cilli take in the organic wastes and 
turn them into safe and harmless in­ 
organic matters. To cultivate such 
b acteria and to use their destructive 
powers on dangerous elements has 
b een the effert of all recent sewage 
lesearchs.
